BOSTON (AF) — Italian medical 
researchers have found a drug 
treatment they say can lead to drastic 
reductions in recurrence of disease in 
women after surgery for advanced 
breast cancer. 
The New England Journal of 
Medicine, which published the study, 
said the treatment program could save 
hundreds of thousands of lives. The 
journal called the discovery “ of monu­ 
mental importance.” 
The study was conducted by Gianni 
Bonadonna of the National Cancer 
Institute of Italy and a team of 
associates. 
In late 1974, the U.S. National Cancer 
Institute reported a clinical study had 
found that treatm ent with com­ 
binations of drugs, rather than one 
drug, produced longer survival times 
in women with advanced breast 
cancer. 
Bonadonna, at about the same time 
the U.S. study was reported, said that 
early results from his then-incomplete 
study indicated a decreased recur­ 
rence rate among women receiving the 
drug combination. 
The World Health Organization has 
called breast cancer the leading cause 
of death of middle-aged women in the 
Western countries. 
A combination of three drugs was 
used to treat women who, during 
breast surgery, were found to have 
cancerpus lymph nodes, the journal 
said. The drug treatment involved a 
combination of cyclophosphamide, 
methotrexate and fluorouracil (CMF). 
The researchers said an earlier use 
of CMF “ was recently reported to 
produce complete as well as partial 
remission in about 5 0 per cent of 
patients previously untreated with 
chemotherapy and to be superior to 
melphalan on a randomized com­ 
parison.” 
It said the same combination, with 
the addition of prednisone, had been

WASHINGTON (AP) — Responding 
to new evidence that the nation’s 
grain-inspection system is tainted by 
instances (rf bribery and cheating, key 
senators are preparing legislation to 
create a federal inspection program. 
Outlines of the bill were announced 
Monday after a General Accounting 
Office report criticized the current 
system, which is operated by the states 
and private trade groups with only 
minimal federal oversight. 
“ Weaknesses in the national in­ 
spection system have led to extensive 
criminal abuses, such as intentional 
mtsgrading of grain, shortweighing 
and using improperly inspected 
carriers (such as boxcars and ships)," 
the GAO reported after an eight-month 
study, 
“ Disclosure of these matters in the 
world press and in congressional 
hearings has resulted in an erosion of 
confidence in the system in the United 
States and internationally," said the 
GAO, 
an 
investigative arm of 
Congress 
The agency said one result of the 
abuses is an unknown dip in foreign 
purchases of U.S. grains, which last 
year totaled about $12.5 billion 
Sen Hubert H Humphrey, D-Minn., 
chairman of the Senate agriculture 
subcommittee that requested the in­ 
vestigation, said the GAO report 
documents far too many instances of 
misgrading and short weights for us to 
conclude that anything short of 
wholesale overhaul will restore our 
credibility in the eyes of our custom­ 
ers.” 
Humphrey and Sen. Robert J. Dole, 
R-Kan., ranking Republican on the 
Agriculture Committee, said the bill 
they’ll offer Wednesday will require an 
all-federal system (rf weighing and 
inspecting U.S. grain.

Gains Made In Cancer Battle 


BOSTON (A F) — Italian medical 
researchers have found a drug 
treatment they say can lead to drastic 
reductions in recurrence of disease in 
women after surgery for advanced 
breast cancer. 
The New England Journal of 
Medicine, which published the study, 
said the treatment program could save 
hundreds of thousands (rf lives. The 
journal called the discovery “ of monu­ 
mental importance.*' 
The study was conducted by Gianni 
Bonadonna of the National Cancer 
Institute of Italy and a team of 
associates. 
In late 1974, the U.S. Nm bona I Cancer 
Institute reported a clinical study had 
found that treatment with com­ 
binations of drugs, rattier than one 
drug, produced longer survival times 
in women with advanced breast 
cancer. 
Bonadonna, at about the same time 
the U.S. study was reported, said that 
early results from his then-incomplete 
study indicated a decreased recur 
re nee rate among women receiving the 
drug combination 
The World Health Organization has 
called breast cancer the leading cause 
of death of middleaged women in the 
Western countries. 
A combination (rf three drugs was 
used to treat women who, during 
breast surgery, were found to have 
cancerous lymph nodes, the journal 
said. The drug treatment involved a 
combination of cyclophosphamide, 
methotrexate and fluorouracil (CMF). 
The researchers said an earlier use 
of CMF “ was recently reported to 
produce complete as well as partial 
remission in about 50 per cent of 
patients previously untreated with 
chemotherapy and to be superior to 
melphalan on a randomized com­ 
parison.” 
It said the same combination, with 
the addition of prednisone, had been

The researchers found that cancer 
eventually recurred in only 5 per cent 
of the women who had the treatment, 
compared with 24 per cent of those who 
did not, the report said. 


While expressing strong optimism 
about the findings, the article by 
bonadonna said the study lasted only 
27 months and noted that the long-term 
effects of the chemotherapy program 
are unknown, 
The medical journal said in an 
editorial the results are "nothing short 
of spectacular." It said the conclusions 
“ can be accepted with confidence ” 
It added, “ How many hundreds of 
thousands of lives can be improved, or 


indeed saved, by application of the 
present information in the coming dec­ 
ade?" 
Bonadonna said despite technical 
advances in the past decades and other 
new approaches for treating breast 
cancer, “ the over-all cure rate has 
remained essentially unchanged for at 
least 30 years." 
The researchers said they found 
several side effects during the 
therapy, including loss of hair, loss of 
appetite, conjunctivitis and an end to 
menses. But they said all were re­ 
versible in most patients except 
cessation of menses. 
The article said the patients in the 
study generally tolerated the side 
effects well and “ most working women 
continued to work during the entire 
period of chemotherapy."

Justice Byron White in the court’s 
majority opinion said that “the* state is 
constrained to recognize a student s 
legitimate entitlement to a public 
education as a property interest that is 
protected by the due process clause, 
and vc hit i, may not Im* taken aw ay for 
mist urn! uci without adherence to tl»e 
minimum procedure required by the 
clause.” 
The opinion said schools must 
provide "rudimentary precautions 


against unfair or mistaken findings of 
misconduct and arbitrary exclusions 
from school." 
The bill, sponsored by Rep. Sam 
Speck, R*95 New Concord, establishes 
that type (rf procedure. 
Under the legislation, pupils could be 
suspended up to IO days. But before 
suspension, the student must be given 
written notice of the intended sus­ 
pension, reasons for the suspension 
and the opportunity to challenge the 
suspension in a hearing. 
The bill provides sim ilar re­ 
quirements for expulsion but makes a 
hearing mandatory. 
Both suspension and expulsion or­ 
ders could be appealed to the board of 
education. 
The legislation also provides for 
emergency removal without prior 
notice or hearing if the student is 
adjudged a threat to persons or 
property.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) - A limited 
proposal to let lawyers advertise faces 
strong opposition today as the 
American Bar Association winds up its 
midwinter meeting here.

But Smith predicted a close vote, 
probably to approve.

The failure of the Franklin National 
Bank of Long Island, N.Y., in mid-1974 
was the biggest bank failure in the 
nation’s history. 
Officials said the Chattanooga bank 
failed under a load of about $34 million 
in foreclosed loans and another $50 
million in questionable loans sold to it 
by Hamilton Mortgage Co. of Atlanta. 
“ Hamilton-Chattanooga became 
insolvent because of real estate loans 
generated by a mortgage subsidiary of 
the bank’s parent holding company,” 
Smith said. 
First Tennessee National, with 
assets of $1.4 billion, will work for 
restoration of the Chattanooga bank, 
Terry said. “We bring to Chattanooga 
the full resources of the largest 
banking institution in the state.” 
An army of 150 FDIC agents 
descended on the bank, its operations 
center and 22 branches in the Chatt- 
nooga area at 3:45 p.m. Monday after 
Smith ordered it closed. The action fol­ 
lowed a two-month study of the bank's 
condition. 
Officials of the bank, the largest in 
the crown of Hamilton Bancshares 
Inc., a bank holding company with 
assets of $1.1 billion, insisted they were 
not aware of the action until the 
federal agents arrived.

Hamilton Bank of Nashville, also 
owned by Hamilton Bancshares, to 
Nashville lawyer Frank A. Woods Jr. 
Woods' brother, Larry Woods, said 
the sale was to be consumated at a 
meeting of Hamiltim-Nashvllle’s and 
Hamilton Bancshares* directors today. 
Finis L. Nelson, chairman and 
president of Hamilton of Nashville, 
said, however, "The Nashville bank is 
not tied in any way to the Chattanooga 
situation.” 
Hamilton Bancshares abo is un­ 
derstood to owe about $80 million to a 
group of New York banks to which it 
gave stock in its banks in Tennessee 
and Georgia.

The steamboat is being built at the 
Jeffboat, Inc., shipyards in Jef­ 
fersonville, Ind., by the Delta Queen 
Steamboat Co. of Cincinnati.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Republican 
congressional leaders are meeting 
with President Ford in a search for 
ways to overcome a massive House 
lineup that favors a $6.1 billion public 
works bill that Ford vetoed. 
Democratic leaders in Congress plan 
to attempt to override Ford’s veto 
Thursday. Ford scheduled a meeting 
today with GOP congressional leaders 
for a strategy session on the vote. 
The House approved the bill Jan. 29 
by substantially more than the two- 
thirds vote needed to override the veto. 
The 321 to 80 vote also created an 
almost even split among Republicans, 
who voted 62 for the bill, 67 agaiast. 
The measure passed the Senate by 
voice vote. 
Among other things, the bill would 
authorize special grants to states and 
local governments for public service 
jobs during times of high unem­ 
ployment. 
The measure is one of two pending 


jobs bills. I^ast week, the House 
narrowly approved, and sent to the 
Senate, a public service jobs bill that 
also is expected to be vetoed. 
The administration argues against 
the measure on the ground that the 
economy already is improving as 
shown by the January jobless rate, 
which fell to 7.8 per cent from 8.3 per 
cent in December. 
When Ford vetoed the public works 
bill, he said it was "little more than 
election year pork barrel” with "so 
many deficiencies and undesirable 
provisions that it would do more harm 
than good."

NEW YORK (AF) - A significant 
change has begun to be observed in the 
stock market averages: lower priced 
and lesser known stocks have been 
attracting greater interest in recent 
trading days. 
liate last week, while the Dow Jones 
industrial and Standard & Poor’s 
averages were declining slightly, 
prices on the American Stock Ex­ 
change and the over-the-counter 
market were inching upward. 
This is a marked contrast to the 
experience of previous weeks this 
year, when much of the trading in­ 
terest was in the traditional blue chip 
securities, most of which are listed on 
the N.Y. Stock Exchange. 
Many explanations have been of­ 
fered, and you may take your pick of 
them. But it takes no special insight, 
knowledge or reasoning powers to 
observe that: 
—The energy that propelled blue 
chips to big gains on record high 
volume this year has diminished 
greatly, if perhaps temporarily. ITices 
are holding, but not advancing with 
great vigor. 
—Individuals and institutional in­ 
vestors are now searching the entire 
market for underpriced shares, rather 
than concentrating on the 50 or 100 elite 
stocks that traditionally attract the 
money. 
After the bargain hunting has been 
completed, then what? Well, it cer­ 
tainly wouldn’t be inaccurate to say 
that investors are going to have to deal 
with the eonomic realities. 
In a sense, much of the buying to 
date can be viewed as bringing un­ 
derpriced Issues back to more sensible 
levels. But once that process has been 
completed, any further advance must 
be based on faith in the economic 


future. 
That is now the test. The decline in 
interest rates has slowed and probably 
reversed itself, thus reducing the 
upward thrust from that source. And 
profit-taking is always a potential 
clanger over the next few weeks. 
What can sustain the market at its 
present 
height — 
a 
height, 
in­ 
cidentally, that has been reached 
frequently during the past decade but 
exceeded by a substantial margin only 
once — is the economy’s strength. 
Much has been made of the recovery 
over the past two quarters, and many 
bullish projections have been made for 
the remainder of the year. But make 
no mistake, a sometimes unrealistic 
hope is mixed into some of those 
projections. 
Almost all economists who have 
gone on record publicly seem to agree 
that a modest economic advance is 
almost a certainty, but hardly a one of 
them doesn’t point also to the hazards 
ahead.

were 
examined closely by market analysts 
during the past week. New York City 
remains in deep financial trouble. The 
banks are more cautious about making 
loans, inflation hasn’t been defeated. 
There is also the question of whether 
the public is going to be an enthusiastic 
supporter of this market. A lot has 
happened to individual investors over 
the past few years. A lot has happened 
to the image of business. 
Many individual investors feel they 
were burned by bad advice and un­ 
stable markets.

It was found that both fructose 
and sucrose were “found to be more 
effective in hastening the removal of 
alcohol from the blood than ordinary 
glucose (the most common sugar).” 
Those who have been studying this 
advise that patients with liver disease 
should not by themselves embark on a 
program of self-treatment with these 
sugars. Complications have been 


reported, despite its value as a 
reducing agent of alcohol in the blood.
